The Christmas .Clearing 
Bureau in San Pedro offers 
Torrance residents a unique 
service. The Bureau, part of 
the Department of Social 
Service, provides a clearing 
house for gifts to the needy 
in order to prevent duplica­ 
tion.

In this way, organizations 
or individuals desiring to 
give to a family, can do so 
with the knowledge that 
their gift is not. ending np a^ 
surplus material while some 
other family does without,.

This I* a free service to 
the public and participation 
is purly voluntary. The Bu­ 
reau is widely used each 
Chirstmas. To use it all that 
is required is an information

card obtained at the San Pe­ 
dro branch.

Cards are to be filled out 
in triplicate showing the 
donor's name or organiza­ 
tion and the name of the 
family to whom the gift is 
slated. These cards are then 
turned into the Clearing 
Bureau where they are 
checked agaiript a master 
file. One duplicate card is 
then returned to the donor 
indicating whether the fam­ 
ily has been previolusly se­ 
lected.

In San Pedro, the Bureau 
Is located in room 203 of the 
San Pedro City Hall. 638 So. 
Becon Street. It will be open 
from Nov. 1 to noon on Dec.

The best expan- 
Mon adjustment, according 
to Mrs. Kent, is a circular 
inset of Helenca.

DON'T wear maternity 
clothes* Until you absolutely 
must do so. "You're going to 
get awfullv tired of them, if 
you do." she says. To reme­ 
dy this, she suggests buying 
a regular dress or two in a 
size larger than you ordinar- 
Iv take. These dresses can 
be worn after the baby i* 
born, because most women 
don't get their normal fi­ 
gures back immediately.

DON'T buy maternity 
Clothes in a size larger than 
you ordinarily wear. Matur- 
nity manufacturers have tl- 
lowed for your expansion.

DON'T be afraid of color. 
Tt won't make you appear 
larger, says Mrs. Kent, and 
you won't tire of your cloth­ 
es so auickly.

DON'T buy tops or dress­ 
es that can't be worn with 
a regulation maternity bras­ 
siere. Bv this, Mrs. Kent* 
means fashions w i t h low 
back and scoop necklines. 
These would require a strap­ 
less bra and most doctor* 
won't allow this.
